Since it is so ancient a ritual, 
with a tapestry of history rich 
beyond compare, one who comes 
to it only occasionally as an in- 
vited guest feels the pressure of 
history as an almost tangible 
presence. There are not merely 
centuries but millenia in this ob- 
servance of what is one of the 
great events in the religious his- 
tory of both the Jew and the 
Christian.

The first Seder I ever attended | 
was at the home of an orthodox 
rabbi. His was a parish of rela- 
tively poor persons, but devout 
ones. His wife was a wonderfully 
gracious and ebullient lady, gay 
with her Romanian background, 
and very red of hair. The chil- 
dren were excited and eager, be- 
cause Elijah is a brief guest at. 
every Seder. 


Moving Experience 


Watching this happy wife serve 
the Seder dinner, and hearing 
read the ancient service which 
dates back many centuries before 
the advent of the Nazarene, was 
a very moving experience. 


The Seder feast begins with the 
reading of the Haggada, a cere- 
monial book which relates the 
Passover story and explains the 
symbolism. 


There is on the table a napkin 
of linen. In it are wrapped three 
matzoth crackers, or pieces of 
unleavened bread. These repre- 
sent the unity of Israel and recall 
that the departure from the land 
of bondage was so abrupt there 
was no time to add leavening. 


There are bitter herbs, signi- 
fying the bitterness of slavery in 
Egypt. 


There is also a roasted egg. The 
egg is perhaps the most ancient 
of symbols known to man. It sym- 
bolizes life, and the continuity of 
it. There is, of course, lamb and, 
usually, a shin or shoulder bone. 
This, too, is an old symbol of sac- 
rifice. 


In the center of the table also 
are chopped nuts and fruit, fla- 
vored with wine. This has a dual 
symbolism, the sweetness and 
richness of life which love of God 
has blessed and also the mortar 
and cement used to build cities 
and walls for the Pharaohs. 


New Life 


Parsley is present. It signifies 
spring and new life. But it must 
be dipped into very salty water to 
recall the tears shed by those 
generations which knew bondage. 

Between each of these there are 
readings, much of it beautiful 
poetry, filled with imagery. The 
reading is done by the head of the 
house—no rabbi need be present. 
The Passover is for family and 
intimate friends. 


What excites the children is the 
goblet of wine—the special one. 
Each person has a goblet. These 
are filled four times during the 
Passover feast .. . it is a light 
table wine, and for the children it 
is mostly water. This symbolism 
recalls the fourfold promise of 
redemption. 


The special goblet is for Elijah. 
After the fourth filling he is sup- 
posed to come and sip from it, or 
to cause the wine to stir. The 
children, excited, lean forward. 
It may be their nearness or the 
warmth of their breath, whatever 
it is, the wine always moves and 
seems to decrease. 


Except for the matzoth, none of 
the symbolic foods and herbs are 
eaten—though the bitter herbs are 
tasted. All these remain on the 
table while the happy, traditional 
feast, which follows, is consumed. 

It is a deeply moving cere- 
mony, happy, solemn, reverent, 
yet joyous. It can be done in this 
fashion only by a happy, believing 
family. ;

WASHINGTON. = The Senate 
staged an extraordinary demon- 
stration of bipartisan support for 
Christian A. Herter Tuesday by 
confirming him unanimously as 
secretary of state in four hours 
and 13 minutes. 


The minimum time required un- 
der Senate rules for confirmation 
is seven days, but the Democratic 
leadership suspended normal pro- 
cedure in order to give interna- 
tional notice of the prestige and 
respect the new secretary enjoys 
within both parties at the Capitol. 


The roll call vote approving the 
Herter nomination Was 93 to 0. 
Five senators were absent, but all 


had given notice they favored the | 


appointment. 


President Eisenhower arranged 
Tuesday afternoon to have Herter 
sworn in at the White House at 
12:15 p.m. Wednesday.

Stanek has pieced together an 
oblong vessel from their findings. 

Neuman said they have found 
arrow heads and evidence that 
three different tribes, or three dif- 
ferent kinds of Indians, lived in 
the field they are now working.

The Fulton County Grand Jury 
Tuesday indicted Atlanta tractor 
dealer H. Candler Jones on a 
charge of embracery for allegedly 
offering money to jury foreman 
Edward W. Westlake. 


The indictment charges that 
Jones offered the money to West- 
lake March 11 to “corruptly” in- 
fluence Westlake at a time when 
the jury was considering an in- 
dictment against Jones. 


When the money was offered 
to Westlake, the indictment al- 
leges, the jury had under consid- 
eration “a special presentment 
against accused, charging ac- 
cused with the offense of cheat- 
ing and swindling the State of 
Georgia... .” 


AMOUNT NOT MENTIONED 


Although the indictment does 
not mention a specific amount of- 
fered Westlake, investigators said 
at the time Jones was arrested 
that he left $2,500 for Westlake 
in an envelope in a Mitchell 
street telephone booth. 


They also said sums ranging 
between $10,000 and $100,000 had 
been discussed with Westlake 
prior to the time the money was 
delivered. 


Embracery, .upon conviction, 
carries a prison penalty of one-to 
four. years. 


FOUND GUILTY 


Jones’ tractor sales to the state

MACON—Dr. George B. Con- 
nell, president of Mercer Univer- 
sity, died Tuesday after a heart 
attack in his automobile just out- 
side the Macon city limits as he 
and his wife were beginning a trip 
to Florida.

Dr. Connell and his wife, the 
former Doris Collier of Barnes- 
ville, were driving along Pio Nono 
avenue when he was stricken.

Kennedy-Ervin Labor Bill 


Wins First Round in Senate

WASHINGTON—The Senate de- 
cisively checked Tuesday the 
opening drive to alter the Ken- 
nedy-Ervin labor reform bill. 


A vote of 67 to 27 smothered a 
move to rip out six sections that 
would amend the 1947 Taft-Hart- 
ley labor-management law. 


This was a victory for the 
American Federation of Labor 
and Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations, whose president, 
George Meany, had said that if 
the Senate took out these provis- 
ions labor would work to defeat 
the bill. 


The Senate then defeated, 67 to 
24, an attempt to substitute the 
administration's Taft-Hartley pro- 
posals for those in the pending 
bill. The administration’s program 
included controls on secondary 
boycotts and picketing for recog- 
nition purposes. 

SPEED ELECTIONS 

The Taft-Hartley amendments, 
wrapped in one package called 
Title VI, would assure that small 
as well as big labor-management 
cases are processed, make con- 
cessions to building trades unions 
in line with their special prob- 
lems, speed employe representa- 
tion elections, and allow strikers 


to vote, even if replaced in their 


jobs.

In a final plea Tuesday, the 
Arizonan said that keeping the 
Taft-Hartley items in the bill 
would mean “‘we will be here for 
a long, long time.”’ 


The 67-27 vote was no party line 
affair. Sixteen Democrats and 11 
Republicans supported the dele- 
tion. Fhree of these Democrats 
were Northerners: Frank Church, 
Idaho: Frank J. Lausche, Ohio, 
and William Proxmire, Wisconsin. 


The 67 votes to kill the Ervin 
amendment consisted of 44 Demo- 
crats and 23 Republicans. The rel- 
atively large Republican vote re- 
flected to a great extent an effec- 
tive lobbying operation by build- 
ing trades union leaders.

Business Looks Fine 
---But Not for Farmers 


WASHINGTON (#—Almost all the business indicators went up in 
March, but there is depressing news for the nation’s farmers. 


The Agriculture department 
said Tuesday farmers’ realized 
net income this year probably will 
be down about a billion dollars, or 
nearly 8 per cent. Realized net in- 
come is the amount left after pay- 
ing production costs. 


A report on the farm income 
situation forecast earnings at 
about $12,100,000,000 compared 
with $13,100,000,000 last year. This 
prospective decline is based on a 
lower level of farm product prices 
expected to continue through the 
year and a sharp reduction in gov- 
ernment payments. 


The forecast came at a time 
when government economists had 
been predicting higher income for 
the nation as a whole this year. It 
is likely to stir up new demands 
in Congress that something be 
done to improve the agricultural 
outlook. 


The Commerce Department said 
in a separate report that the na- 
tion’s total output reached a 
record rate of 465 billion dollars a 
year in the first quarter of 1959. It 
rose at a rate which, if continued, 
could carry it to 475 billion or 
beyond in this three-month period. 


This was solid progress, the de- 
partment said in the April issue of 
its magazine, Survey of Current

“A rise in corporate profits is 
indicated by the increased sales 
in most lines of business,’’ the de- 
partment said. -Profit figures for 
the first quarter have not yet been 
compiled. 


Profits rose steeply throughout 
1958—from a rate of $31,700,000,- 
000 in the first quarter, at the 
depth of the recession, to $45,200,- 
000, in the final quarter. Most 
government economists expect 
profits to exceed all previous 
highs this year. 


The consumer price index for 
March is due Wednesday. It is not 
expected to show much shift from 
the February level, 123.7 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average. This is ‘a 
trifle below the cost of living peak 
reached last July and again in 
November. 


The department attributed the 
2% per cent rise in the gross na- 
tional product—the dollar value of 
all goods and services produced— 
to growing consumer demand in 
the past quarter, accompanied by 
a significant rise in business in- 
vestment anda rebuilding of busi- 
ness inventories which declined 
throughout 1958.

Red China Joining 
Talks Next Week 


MOSCOW (AP) — Communist 
China joins the Soviet Union and 
seven European Communist na- 
tions next week in Warsaw to dis- 
cuss world Communist objectives 
for the foreign ministers confer- 
ence in Geneva. 


The announcement Tuesday by 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass failed to make clear wheth- 
er the Communist Chinese will be 
present with the Warsaw Pact na- 
tions as an observer, or as full 
participant. 


The meeting is called for April 
27, two days in advance of a West- 
ern strategy meeting in Paris to 
examine positions with relation to 
the May 11 conference in Geneva. 


The Tass announcement said the 
Warsaw Pact meeting “will re- 
view questions connected with the 
coming Geneva talks concerning 
Germany, including a peace trea- 
ty with Germany and the question 
of abolishing the occupation re- 
gime in Western Berlin.” 


Whether Communist - China is 
present as full participant or ob 
server, its attendance indicates ar 
intention to present a solid Com- 
munist world front to defend and 
advance Soviet positions in Eu- 
rope. 

The communique’s wording in- 
dicated the red bloc hopes to re- 
strict the Geneva foreign minis- 
ters’ conference to discussion of 
the twin Soviet demands—a pro- 
posal to make West Berlin a ‘‘free 
city’”’ without occupation forces, 
and an insistence that the two 
sides in the cold war sign peace 
treaties with both West and Com- 
munist East Germany. 


The Warsaw Pact is a military 
alliance of the Soviet Union with 
the Communist-governed states of 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Romania, Albania and 
East Germany. 


The pact came into being in 1955 
as a Communist response to the 
West’s moves to rearm Western 
Germany.

While not passing judgment at this 
time on all phases of Southern Bell 
Telephone Co.’s request for authority to 
revise its rate schedules, we heartily sub- 
scribe to the company’s proposal to 
initiate a huge expansion of the toll- 
free area for calls to and from Atlanta.

difficulty for many of us. By following Him we have gained an 
understanding of life and a worthwhile work in the harvest fields

Think of all the implications for 
our daily lives and behavior 
which this command embraces! 

On Sundays millions of people 
pray, “Forgive us our debts, as 
we also have forgiven our debt- 
ors.” If the millions of Chris- 
tians who utter these words 
were really to practice forgive- 
ness a fresh and redeeming tide 
of brotherliness would sweep from 
our churches and communities 


all of the debris of old hates, 


peeves and ill will. 


But our willingness to forgive 
is a discipline that is not easily 
mastered. Forgiveness runs 
counter to so many things we 
just naturally believe in. When 
a man does an injustice to us, 
logic suggests that we ought t 
counter his actions in kind. When 
another person bruises our per- 
sonalities, the most natural thing 
is that we get even. On any 
human level the ancient words of 
“an eye for an eye” make 
sense. The best we can hope to 
do is to overlook what has been 


done to us and to avoid all fur- 


ther contact with the offending 


person. 

But Jesus does not suggest 
that we isolate ourselves from 
persons we don’t like. Rather we 
are to show by our thoughts and 
actions an aggressive and heal- 
ing kind of good will in which 
we approach the offensive person 
and offer him a friendly hand 
in reconciliation. Jesus said that 
if we wish to approach God in 
worship we must first become 
reconciled with our human broth- 
ers. (Mathew 5:24). 

Psychologists tell us that deep- 
seated hatred and ill will are de- 
structive, destroying not the per- 
son we detest but ourselves. 

Jesus, however, gives a more 
spiritually significant reason for 
developing the capacity to for- 
give. All men are sinners. To 
build again bridges of faith be- 
tween our hearts and the great 
heart of the Eternal we must be 
reconciled to God. Such a recon- 
ciliation means that God must 
first. forgive us. 

If God willingly forgives the 
enormity of our sins, then we 
must forgive men who have done 
wrong to us. Without our will- 
ingness to forgive our enemies, 
then we should not expect to re- 
ceive God’s forgiveness of us.

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Talmadge Finds 
Parallels to 1776 


Constitution Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON.-Sen Talmadge declared Tuesday 
night that the framers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence “quite likely” would find a “definite parallel” be- 
tween present conditions and those which they used in 
justifying the formation of a new nation.” 


The ‘‘founders of our country”’ 
would find these similarities, Tal- 
madge said, between contempo- 
rary conditions and those ‘‘enum- 
erated in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence’”’: 


1. The Supreme Court depriving 


citizens “‘of their right . . . to 
run their own local affairs. .. .”’ 
2. The President dispatching 


“elite paratroopers into a sov- 
ereign state to force a new social 
. order on its people at bayonet 
point... .” 

3. The State Department taking 
the position that ‘‘to sell American 
agricultural commodities compet- 
itively on the world market might 
make some neutralist or Commu- 
nist nation mad with us.” 


Instead of a nation with mini- 
mum government at all levels, 
the Georgia senator said, the 
founding fathers would find ‘‘an 
ever-encroaching federal bureauc- 
racy which is steadily embracing 
more and more .. . traditionally 
local affairs." 


They would find a nation, he 
said, “‘in which personal debt and 
national crime have reached all- 
time records and the Golden Rule 
is something which is used only 
to print on advertising rulers.”’ 


Conditions in contemporary 
America were blistered by Tal- 
madge in a speech prepared for 
delivery before the 1959 Continen- 
tal Congress of the National So- 
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American Revolution meeting in 


Constitution Hall here. 
Among the hundreds of resolu-

R.T. Eskew, Southern Division 
Manager of United Press Interna- 
tional, sent a telegram of protest 
to each member of the Georgia 
Public Service Commission. 


“United Press International con- | 


siders this surtax discriminatory 
not only against UPI but all other 


news media in the state, which |, 


are among the greatest users of 
collect toll service,” Eskew said. 


‘‘We are therefore compelled to 
protest this proposed charge on 
our own behalf as well as that 
of UPI clients in Georgia and all 
of the state’s newspapers and 
broadcasting stations.” 


UPI also protested the Southern 
Bell proposal in Tennessee after 
the application for the 20-cent sur- 
charge on collect intrastate calls 
was filed there.

Inasmuch 
as the spades had been rebid he 
decided his holding was adequate 
trump support and offered a rath- 
er questionable raise to three 
spades.

The king of hearts was opened 
and taken with the act. The suc- 
cess of the ambitious contract 
depended upon the ability to pick 
up the jack of trumps.

The Name of the War 
Has Been Kicked Around 


More notes from Richmond: The theme of the Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission makes much of the word ‘‘commemorate”’ 
rather than using such a term as “‘celebrate."’ The reason is obvi- 
ous: If we start “celebrating” it will be the Yankee tier of states 
which will be the only ones with anything to ‘‘celebrate,” as our 
own group of states lost that conflict. 


However, it was generally agreed at Richmond that both sides 
could celebrate the gallantry and courage and tenacity of the fight- 
ing men of both sides. 


TERMINOLOGY SHOULD RAISE NO CONFLICTS 


The question of terminology was also brought up. “Civil 
War” is short and generally accepted, except by a few organi- 
zations. “‘War Between the States” is accepted by some, and 
some want “War of Secession,” “‘War for Seuthern Independ- 
ence,”’ or ‘“‘War of the Rebellion” (the official Union designa- 
tion). 


I remember once being in New Hampshire. My wife and I | 


were looking at a Civil War marker which read (as well as I can 
remember): To those sans of New Hampshire who gave their lives 
to PUT DOWN THE SOUTHERN INSURRECTION! 


My wife nearly had a temper tantrum right there. 


But Gov. Vandiver’s executive secretary, Peter Zack Geer, has 
the answer. He calls the commission the “Civil War Centennial 
Commission To Commemorate the War Between the States!"’ That 
gets it all intitle, commemoration and the Southern name. 


But then—Peter Zack is a very able politician, and before 
his job of chairman of the state commission is over, he will, 
perforce, be an able historian. 


SOUTHERN COLONELS TURNED OUT TO BE OTHER FOLKS 


One group at the commission was easily singled out. They 
wore string bow ties and many had beards and real moustachios— 
you know, the ones that curl on the ends. 


I figured they were from some Southern state until I read 
the legend on the string bow ties: “Oregon—100 Years.” That 
was the reason for the ties and the beards. But there were 
plenty of Oregon men in the conflict, so they will commemorate 
along with us where the battles were fought. 


SUGGESTION FOR NEXT CENTENNIAL COMMISSION 

The first centennial commission meeting was held in Wash- 
ington, capital of the United States. The second was held in Rich- 
mond, capital of the Confederacy. I don’t know where the third 
one is scheduled, but I would like to suggest Atlanta—which was 
the “capital” of the railroads of the Confederacy and sat in the 
middle of the bread basket which kept the Confederacy supplied. 


One reason for the suggestion, and I don’t want Richmond 
to take offense: That Virginia city is almost as hard to get 
inte now as it was in Grant’s day—at least from Atlanta. 

Let’s have it in Atlanta next year.

Dr. James C. Bonner of Mil- 
ledgeville, addressing the Atlanta 
Civil War Round Table, said the 
constitutional convention had about 
37 Negroes among its 169 dele- 
gates. 


The entire delegation, he said, 
was chosen in a “rigged’’ elec- 
tion based upon a county unit-like 
electorial system that covered 
senatorial districts. 


After the Milledgeville hotel 
keepers rejected the Negroes, Dr. 
Bonner said, Union Gen. John 
Pope told the convention to meet 
in the Atlanta City Hall under his 
protection. 


And while rewriting the consti- 
tution, the delegates moved the 
state. capitol. 


“By then, the Milledgeville 
hotel and inn keepers had changed 
their minds but it was too late... 
10 years later, the women of 
Milledgeville were petitioning the 
state government to take action 


about the goats who were infect- 
ing the former capitol.” 


Dr. Bonner pointed out that the 
location of the capitol in Atlanta 
was ratified after the Reconstruc- 
tion period by the majority of 
Georgians in a popular vote elec- 
tion. 


Milledgeville was the state cap- 
itol from 1807 to 1868, Dr. Bonner 
said. At the time of the outbreak 
of the War Between the States, 
it was next to the smallest state 
capitol in the South (Tallahassee, 
Fla. was the smallest) with 2,480 
residents. 


The wartime capitol was cap- 
tured in November, 1864 with 
only one man killed—a slave over- 
seer shot by Union troops when 
he fired upon them, Dr. Bonner 
said. 


“The material damage—other 
than widespread looting—was very 
small,"" Dr. Bonner reported.

Are you prepared to face that 
emergency when your husband 
is suddenly taken critically ill? 


Here's a serious problem that 
thousands of Georgia women 
face every year. In many in- 
stances, the family income, 
once tragedy strikes, is brought 
down to a minimum. While hos- 
pital insurance pays most of 
the medical bills for short-term 
illnesses, a wide financial gap 
is left when illness is prolonged 
and where around - the - clock 
nursing is required. 


This is what happened to one 
Atlanta family when illness 
struck the husband at first in 
the form of a kidney stone. 
Mr. T., the husband was in- 
formed that the stone was so 
large an operation was impera- 
tive. His wife and family were 
told the operation was, while 
serious, one that should not 
require any lengthy stay in 
the hospital and that once 
the stone was removed, recov- 
ery should be fairly rapid. 


PRIVATE ROOM 


Mr. T. got a private room 
in one of the Atlanta hospitals 
and went through the usual rou- 
tine procedure of X rays, labor- 
atory tests and blood analyses. 
Because of his severe pain he 
was given sedatives for three 
days before the operation was 


scheduled. After the third day, 
the pain had subsided some- 
what, but Mr. T. had elapsed 
into a semiconscious state 
which seemed to rapidly get 
worse. 


As Mr. T.’s general health 
weakened, it became necessary 
to give him innumerable intra- 
venous glucose injections, It 
was - determined that major 
surgery was impossible due to 
a high calcium content in the 
blood that would not permit 
transfusions. 


THROAT OPERATION 


An exploratory para-thyroid 
operation in the throat was then 
performed to see if any growths 
on this gland were causing this 
unusual blood condition. Mr. T. 
got weaker. 


Nurses were required around 
the clock at a cost of $45 a 
day. Hospital, medical and sur- 
gical bills zoomed. Mr. T. spent 
31 days in the hospital and was 
finally sent home since nothing 
further could be done for him 
in the hospital. A nurse was 
still required constantly how- 
ever as Mr. T.’s general con- 
dition was little improved. 


Tomorrow we will tell how 
Mrs. T. faced this serious 
emergency, what her hospital 
insurance will cover and what 
other hospital plans have to 
offer.

A prominent South African 
physician “‘who has to think 
for two days before deciding 
what night to go to the movies’”’ 
decided immediately while on 
a trip to Israel to pack up his 
family and practice and ‘rough 
it,” 

But it’s his wife, Mrs. Jack 
Karpas, who is touring the Unit- 
ed States to tell about their 
transition from luxury living to 
the ringside view of a rapidly 
developing new country. 


Mrs. Karpas and her husband 
were born and raised near Jo 
hannesburg. Dr. Karpas was

FIVE SERVANTS 


“He was a golf champion, on 
the hospital board and making 
a comfortable living,” said the 
vivacious Mrs. Karpas.

Dr. Karpas made a visit to 
Israel in 1950 with a group of 
South African Jewish leaders. 


“We had never spoken of go- 
ing to Israel but it was in the 
back of our minds,”’ recalled 
Mrs. Karpas. “My husband is 
the bookish type that has to 
contemplate everything. So you 
can imagine my surprise when 
I received a eable from him in 
Israel for me to try to arrange 
permanent residence.” 


“It’s hard for me to believe 
I ever lived any place else now,” 
said Mrs. Karpas. “But when 
we moved to Israel I don’t think 
the five of us knew 10 words of 
Hebrew between us.” 


They all studied Hébrew and 
mastered speaking the language. 
TARZAN IN HEBREW 

Now when visitors come into 
the house, they’re apt to see 
Charles, the youngest son, 
stretched out on the floor read- 
ing Tarzan or Mark Twain—in 
Hebrew. 


“Our children have profited 


by our move,” said the smart- 
ly dressed blonde in British ac- 
cents sprinkled lightly with 
Americanese. ““‘They are more 
independent. Everyone molly- 
coddled them in South Africa. 
They had never cleaned a pair 
of shoes or made a bed until 
we came to Israel.” 


When the Karpases arrived in 
Israel, life was quite different. 
Instead of five servants, they 
had none (help was scarce and 
quite expensive). And food was 
rigidly rationed. 


“You didn’t even dream about 
meat.

She speaks of her pleasure In music, the 
college choral program she heard recently, 
and clothes—her grandchild’s appreciation 
of an old hat she fixed up with a coat of 
red hat paint and a new wreath of flowers.
